County Central Committee, held on

be selected by the Democratic voters 
present from each ward and township, 
each acting separately. 


In like manner committees consist- 


ing of one member from each town- 
ship, ward and precinct shall be chos- 
en as follows: 


Committee on time and 
mode of 


making nominations. 


Committee to select and report dele- 


gates to the State Convention. 


The committee on permanent or- 


ganization shall at once proceed to 
elect and report to the cofivention a 
president, two vice presidents 
and 


two secretaries of said convention. 


The other committees 
as above 


named shall meet -at once to perform 
their duties and make their respec- 
tive reports to the convention. 


In voting on the reports of the com- 


mittees on all quesions, resolutions, 
or any other business before the meet- 
ing, 
the secretary shall call the roll 


of the townships and wards and each 
township and ward shall be entitled to 
one vote for every 25 votes cast for 
Hon. John M. Pattison for Governor 
at the November election, 1905, and 
one for every fraction of 13 votes. 


The Democrats present from each 


township and precinct shall constitute 
the delegation from the same, and the 
votes shall be cast as they direct by 
one of their members chosen by them- 
selves.

Most Advanced Step In History of 


the Anthracite Movement 


UNION PREVENTED WAGE CUT

State Constabulary 
Denounced 
by 


the Scranton Convention—Leader of 
Miners Warmly Greeted. 


Scranton, Pa., May 9. — The mine 


workers' convention here, after rati- 
fying the New York agreement, de- 
cided 
to 
resume 
work Thursday 


throughout 
the 
anthracite field. A 


few of the radical -miners took the 
floor when the motion to ratify the 
Monday 
agreement was made and 


once more urged that the suspension 
be turned into a strike, but they were 
hopelessly in the minority and their 
remarks were listened to in silence. 
The convention adopted resoluuoas 
condemning the state constabulary 
and providing for the mine workers 
as an organization taking an active 
part in polities in the nomination and 
the support ot legislative candidates. 
President Mitchell was vociferously 
applauded and was called upon for a 
speech. He said: 


'T~-'s will probably be the last time 


that I shall address you, and it 
might be well for me to say one or 
two things. 
Some are inclined to be- 


lieve that because we have not se- 
cured an advance in wages or any im- 
provement in the conditions of em- 
ployment that we have not accom- 
plished anything. 
I want to say that 


I believe you have taken the most ad- 
raneed step in the history of this 
movement. You have a signed agree- 
ment with the operators. 
It is an 


agreement which is not entered into 
with the United Mine Workers, but 
with the officers of that organization. 
Operators have signed.-an agreement 
with your national president and with 
your district officers. 
T am convinced 


that if the United Mine Workers main- 
tain the strength and solidarity of 
their organization, that three years 
hence the railroad presidents will ask 
you to make an agreement with them 
rather than that you should be forced 
to ask them TO make an agreement 
with you. Last year I made a tour of 
this region. I urged the mine woik- 
ers to come back into the organiza- 
tion. At that time there were only 
34,000 members. With the close of 
that tour there •fere 80,000 members 
in the organization. Had that tour 
not been made there would have been 
a reduction in wages." 


Want President to End Strike. 
Chicago, May 9.—The convention «f 


bituminous coal operators opened here 
in the knowledge that negotiations 
with the United Mine Workers look- 
mg toward a. settlement of the strike 
are at an end. A telegram was re- 
ceived from President John Mitchell 
rejecting the last arbitration proposal 
of the mine owners. Plans are being 
made by the operators to send a dele- 
gation to Washington to ask gresident 
Roosevelt to take immediate action to 
end the 
strike in the bituminous 


fields.
